The new scheme is to spray the car 
tops with whitewash when the cars 
are weighed at the mines. The least 
disturbance of their surface then In- 
dicates theft, and trainmen can quick- 
ly tell whether their carloads are com- 
plete.

| WARDLAW SISTERS INDICTED. 


Grand Jury Charges Aunts and Mother 
With Murder of Mrs. Ocey 
W. M. Snead. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEWARK (N. J.) Dec. 22.—The 
grand jury today returned two indict- 
ments against the Wardlaw sisters, 
charging them with having caused the 
death of young Mre. Ocety W. N. 
Snead, who was found dead in a haif- 
filled bath tub in an unfurnished house 
in East Orange. 

The report that William J. Kinsley, 
the handwritiag expert, had found that 
the “suicide notes,” alleged to have 
be¢n written by Ocey Snead, were al! 
genuine, gave the case another strang> 
turn today. These notes, once be- 
lieved to be so important. were de- 
clared by Prosecutor Mott to be ever- 
shadowed by other discoveries he had 
made in connection with the alleged 
pilot to bring about the young woman's 
death. 

One indictment charges each of the 
sisters with being the principal in 
causing Mre. Snead’s death by drown- 
ing, ahd charges each sister also with 
being ah accéasory. The other indict- 
ment eharges the three sisters collec- 
tively with causing Mrs. Snead “to 
commit self-murder.” 

The three sisters are Mra. Caroline 
B. Martin, mother of Mrs. Snead; Mrs. 
Wardiaw Snead, aunt, and also her 
mother-in-law, and Virginia Wardiew 
an aunt.

PORTERVILLE, Dec. 22.—R. W.
